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THE ALLIES HAND ULTIMATUM 


TO GERMANY. 


Germany Replies—Agreeing to Fal- 


fill Terms of Treaty of 


Versailles. 


. On Mav 5, the Ultimatum of the 
Allies to" Germany was signed by 
Great Britain, France, Belgium, Italy 
and Japan and delivered to the Ger- 
man Envoy by Lloyd George. It re- 
anired Germany to declare within 
six days whether she intended to exe- 
cute without reservation her obliga- 
tions as denned by the Reparation 
Commission to fulfill the disarma- 
ment stipulations and to proceed im- 
mediately with the trial of war crim- 
inals- If these demands are not com- 
plied with Ruhr Valley would be oc- 
cupied on May 12. 
On Mav 10 Germany accepted the 


Allied ultimatum. The Reichstag by 
a. vote of 221 to 175 yielded to the 
final demands of the Allied Powers 
and in so doing- agreed to fulfill the 
terms of the Treaty of Versailles ''to 
the capacity" of the nation to do so

must be open at least 150 days be- 
ginning next fall, and for the term 
starting: in September, 1922, the term 
must be extended to at least 160 days. 
This will mean the adding- of one 
month to the school term *f many of 
the rural schools in the county which 
now are in session only seven months. 
The compulsory attendance laws have 
been made stricter. Begular atten- 
dance now is required of pupils be- 
tween 14 and 16 years of age unless 
they have completed a course of 
study equal to 6 yearly grades in the 
public schools. 
It also is provided 


that permits for farm service, etc., 
that have been issued by the school 
boards must now be granted in ac- 
cordance with regulations prescribed. 
by Supt. of Public Instruction. It is 
not Dr. Finegan's desire to stop the 
practice of permitting- older pupils to 
help at home, but he wants to break 
up a practice that has been abused in 
many rural sections and see that the 
boys and girls manage to get a maxi- 
mum amount of schooling- prescribed 
for each year.
